HATCHING 
GUINEAS IS HARD 


Yeung Fowls Ar« Tender at First and 


Must Be iKept Out of Wet— 


Varied Ration Best. 


Young guineas sometimes appear to 


be deformed when first hatched, and 
as a rule the apparent deformity is 
simply the result of a slow hatch. 
When chicken hens or incubators are 
used, it is an easy matter to give the 
eggs proper attention. Guineas resent 
intrusion, 
especially 
while 
sitting. 


This alone would be sufficient reason 
for hatching with chicken hens, or 
with incubators, although there is still 
another reason not given. Guinea hens 
if not controlled will drag the young 
guineas around through the grass in 
all kinds of weather, and the result can 
easily be imagined. 
Of course, young 


guineas need exercise, but they are 
very tender at first and should be kept 
out of wet grass or rain. They are 
far less apt t,o take gapes if kept 
dry. 
It is the same with chicks and 


turkeys.

When they are a few weeks old they 
will eat cracked corn, whole wheat or 
whatever chicks will eat. When tl»ey 
are a month old they should uoi be 
fed more than three or four times a 
day, 
and if they have good range, a 


very l i t t l e feed each time will bo suffi- 
cient. Tn fact, they could gx-t along on 
two feeds a day, but we like to teach 
them in come home for feed. They 
arc great foragers, and if (here are 
any irr.iin fields near, thev will make 
regular trips to pick up what they can 
find amonir the >rnhble.
